Jan. 4, 1966, is the date of 


the 110-acre incorporated vil- 
lage of some 500 residents will 
be taken into the city. \V e sit 
Lincoln property owners will 
begin paying city taxes fol- 
lowing the next levy date, in 
Aug. of next year. 


The council — armed with 


legislation passed during the 
last session of the Unicameral 
— acted despite bitter opposi- 
tion on the part of some vil- 
lage Board members and res- 
idents, an overwhelming 66-27 
village vote against annexa- 
tion last Tuesday and threats 
to take court action against 
the city.

Councilman John Mason, re- 


ferring to events that h a v e 
taken pla«e since it became 
apparent that the city woul 
aggressively pursue the a 
nexation of West L i n c o l n , 
said, '1 don't think the situa- 
tion has changed."

Marvin Stromer 
and John Knight, and passed 
by the Legislature last sum- 
mer, authorizes Lincoln to 
annex any village it surrounds 
and serves with water or san- 
itary sewers. 


Noting this. Mason said the 


Legislature "went along with 
the metropolitan area in al- 
lowing us to annex. The city 
must bend over backwards 
to be fair in tendering serv- 
ices to West Lincoln after an- 
nexation, to keep faith with 
the Legislature." 


No Added Burden 


Councilman Ervin Peterson 


pointed out that annexation 
would not result in an added 
tax burden to West Lincoln- 


ites "except the wheel tax, 
which is minor anyhow."

Two Americans and five or 
six Vietnamese were slightly 
injured by the blast in the 
street. 


Chou Snorts 


In Peking, Communist Chi- 


nese Premier Chou En-1 a 
marked the Viet Cong birth- 
day by assailing attempts to 
bring about neogitations be- 
tween the United States and 
North Viet Nam and declared 
that for peace there is no al- 
ternative to the withdrawal of 
U.S. forces.

Anti-Rhodesia Embargo

ternational oil embargo is

Code—"areas that Lincoln 
can't live with and will have 
to change"—will be written in- 
to the new ordinance, Seale 
said. 


He also told the council that 


technical appeals from deci- 
spectors would go to a Board 
of Appeals, composed of ex- 
perts in the construction and 
engineering field.

Lincoln attorney Chauncey 
Barney filed a legal brief in 
support of Frontier’s bid on 
behalf of the city and the au­ 
thority. 
Squarely in front of t h e 
board, the brief said, is t h e 
question of “ when, if ever, 
will a local service carrier be 


perm itted to evolve into a 
trunk carrier” ? 
And no ting that the bo ard 
has been co mmitted to assur­ 
ing serv ice to intermediate 
cities and at the same t i m e 
reducing public ex penditures 
by way o f subsidy , the brief 
maintained that a g rant o f 
autho rity to Fro ntier “ affo rds 
the best po ssible o ppo rtunity 
fo r planning that co uld ulti­ 
mately chang e the who le co n­ 
cept o f subsidy financing fo r 
airlines” . 
The brief said the route 
w o ul d make Frontier “ a 
strong regional carrier p r o- 
viding the best type of local 


¡and long haul service in the 
western region of the U.S. on 
a self-sufficient basis.” 
It was argued that a deci­ 
sion in Frontier’s favor would 
accomplish the following f o r 
Lincoln: 
—Effective, useable service 
to St. Louis as opposed to pres­ 
ent interline connecting s e r- 
vice. 
—Pure jet serv ice o n Ne­ 
braska ro utes (no p r e s e n t 
equiv alent serv ice.) 
—Removal of “ use it or lose 
it” concern from outstate Ne 
braska points.

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Disney Fame Continues

News reports U)is week tell of a S35 mil- 


lion contract awarded Walt Disney Produc- 
tions for construction of an "Alpine Village'' 
in the Sequoia National Forest of Califor- 
nia. And from the Christian Science Moni- 
tor we learn that the Florida Legislature 
will soon be opening a special session to ac- 
commodate another Disney endeavor. It 
has been 64 years since the Florida state 
senators have gotten together in such a ses- 
sion. 


This time legislators, for Mr. Disne\'s 


benefit, will iron out the special taxes, as- 


_ 
sessments, z o n i n g 
problems, and o t h e r 
wrinkles the new Dis- 
neyland will b r i n g , 
reports t h e Monitor. 


One task: to set up a tri-county bond dis- 
trict to finance a network of roads to han- 
dle the river of traffic expected to flow 
into the "Magic Kingdom" in the East, ac- 
cording to the Monitor. This doesn't tell us, 
in either the California or Florida case, 
much about the projects but it is enough 
to know that Disney is behind them. Is 
there a person who would doubt that the 
projects will be highly entertaining and 
highly successful? 


Probably no man has the magic touch 


that Disney has and few can match his suc- 
cess. From a few cartoon characters, he 
has built an empire that tops the field of 
entertainment and has branched into many 
other things. He has been most success- 
ful in bringing together the cause of t-riiica- 
tion and entertainment in a mutually bene- 
ficial partnership. 


On Sunday nights, millions of young- 


sters park themselves in front of the fam- 
ily TV set to watch the Disneyland produc- 
tion. The children are accompanied by many 
adults who find the master's tales of nature, 
people and fantasy to be well worth the 
time spent watching them. 


* 
Disney no doubt has certain principles he 


follows that make his efforts a success and 
what they are we do not know. But it would 
seem that he has managed to never get 
away from truth and the human side of life. 
His cartoon characters are fiction, of course, 
but they always play upon clearly recogniz- 
able human characteristics. They invariably 
display both the good and bad side of hu- 
manity with their greed, their lack of con- 
sideration, their kindness and their repen- 
tance. They are sometimes patient and some- 
times totally frustrated. Generally speaking 
Disney cartoons make some kind of point, 
advocate a desired pattern of human beha- 
vior. Few of his stories are ever without 
a moral of some kind and his endings gen- 
erally leave you happy in one way or an- 


other. 


Xot long ago the gilted Disney did a 


production on the Coyote and had this wan- 
derer oi the plains and hills a hero in the 
eyes of many people An animal that never 
before knew much popularity, the Coyote 
suddenly found himselt nighly respected and 
loved by a host of admirers. There was 
not really a villain in the story of the Coyote. 
just a conflict The Coyote was ? 'hreat to 
the range where cattle grazed and even 
invaded at times he more domestic siJe of 
animal life on the farm. Disney never made 
it appear that the rancher was wrong in 
nunting down the Coyote but you ended up 
u ishing that he had not had to do so. You 
wished that, somehow, the old familiar ways 
and haunts of the Coyote could have been 
preserved. 


You came to know, in the story, of an 


animal that was at peace with the world un- 
til men came into his domain. Without such 
outside interference the life of the Coyote 
would still today be a free and easv one but 
he is. instead, hunted down and killed at ev- 
ery opportunity He doesn't stand a chance, 
of course, despite his cunning and tenacity. 


This is the theme one sees time and 


again in stories by the famous Disney. Much 
of this same theme, along with a triumph 
of good over bad. is carried out in his fan- 
tasies. All his works cause you to contem- 
plate the wonders of the world in which you 
live and the perfection in detail of its crea- 
tion. They tend to show the responsibility of 
the human race for making the world a 
better place In which to live. 


It is not so strange that Disney, there- 


fore, is a perfectionist himself and finds it 


unnecessary to depart 
from the truth. He does 
not have to invent any- 
thing in the world of 
nature with which he 


deals so extensively. He finds a true portray- 
al of the world around him to be the most 
fascinating approach that could be devised. 
Disney productions are marked by a lack of 
artificiality. We know of nothing in which 
he deals with abstractions. In all of his re- 
productions of the things of nature and the 
animal kingdom, he strives for total real- 
ism and seldom fails to achieve it. It is a 
pattern and pursuit that has skyrocketed 
him to fame- 


We might find in his works something 


of benefit for ourselves. How much of our 
lives is devoted to unrealistic goals and 
meaningless achievements? How diligently 
do we pursue the truth rather than that 
which seems convenient or profitable to 
us? Disney can be fanciful but he is never 
false. 


Can't Beat 
The Truth 


Just a few years ago Anastas I. Mi- 


koyan was representing Soviet Russia dur- 


(ing a trip to the United States in behalf 


of trade relations- 


We found him to be a dyed-in-the-wool 


communist, but differing from many of his 
breed by his relative silence, his Hitler- 
like moustache, and his general inoffensive- 
ness. 


In recent weeks Mikoyan retired at 


the age of 70. He is still a member of the 
country's policy making body, the Presi- 
dium, but he is through as president of the 
U.S.S.R. 


There are a number of things interest- 


ing about Mikoyan. He was the last of the 
Old Bolsheviks to hold positions of power 
in Russia. A post revolution generation of 
Russians is now running the country. He 
outlasted Khrushchev and is one of the very 
few of the originals that escaped the fir- 
ing squad or lived long enough to write de- 
pendable memoirs of the development of

the revolutionary society. 


Perhaps some of his good fortune was 


due to his having been an Armenian and, 
therefore, disqualified as a principal par- 
ticipant in the Russian power fight. He was 
as far up the ladder as he could get. but 
still short of the peak. Sometimes it pays 
to be an outiander. 


For a man who served until Lenin and 


sat near the first fierce fires of revolution- 
ary thinking, then went on through the ca- 
reer of Dictator Stalin, and then outlasted 
the years of Khrushchev, we imagine that 
Mikoyan is the best fitted of all men when 
it comes to understanding the from whence 
and to whither of the communist movement. 
We are certain there is a great deal of dif- 
ference between the Russia of 1917 and the 
Russia of today. But we do not know whether 
the gloss of some achievement and the 
gathering of some wealth and stability has 
actually changed the hearts of the rulers of 
the Kremlin. 


The Day Of The Pilgrims 


where they could practice life as t h e y 
It was on this day in 1620, a cold New 


England winter day, that the first contin- 
gent of Pilgrims from the ship the May- 
flower landed at what later became Plym- 
outh, Massachusetts. 


The Pilgrims were of that early num- 


ber of colonists landing here and there upon 
the Atlantic coast who began a successful 
social structure that became the United 
States of America. 


The Pilgrims still have descendants in 


" this nation. We also pay heed to their stern 
moral and social strictures. But we imag- 
ine that if the first Pilgrims were brought 
back to see today's development they would 
be amazed by its success. They would also 
disapprove strongly of much that we think 
and do. 


Our forefathers were a strong breed, 


but they were also single-minded. We doubt 
that they were dreaming of founding the 
western world's future No. 1 power. They 
were mainly looking for a remote place 


wished which was not the way England and 
Europe wished to practice it. They had more 
urgent immediate problems than dreaming 
of empire building. Winter was upon them. 
The Mayflower was about to go back across 
the seas. Shelter from the winter storms 
and something to eat plus a place to wor- 
ship figured as first considerations. After 
that it was the job of setting up community 
rules and getting along with the savage, na- 
tive red men. The latter had very poor table 
manners and now and then saw fit to scalp 
a colonist or so. But, by and large, they were 
friends indeed. They helped the newcomers 
to avert starvation and taught them valuable 
lessons on how to live in an uncivilized coun- 
try. 


But nowadays we give all credit to the 


Pilgrims, forgetting that they would not 
have lasted very long if the more numerous 
Indians had not decided to live and let live. 


De Gaulle Handles Detail 


The embarrassing detail of a runoff 


election completed, F r e n c h President 
Charles de Gaulle can now get on with 
the business at hand. De Gaulle never was 
really pushed in the election contest but the 
results did show his nation to have at least 
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some reservations in regards to the gener- 
al's policies. 


De Gaulle was forced to more fully ex- 


plain his attitudes toward the United States, 
for instance, and the episode should be of 
value. He told his people that France was no 
less an ally of the American people today 
than she was in the dark days of World War 
II when De Gaulle's Free French never sur- 
rendered to the forces of Nazism. 


The general did outline a philosophy, 


however, that the United States should also 
appreciate. To be an ally does not mean to 
take orders. To be friends does not mean 
never to disagree. This is a lesson that the 
United States often finds hard to learn. We 
are too inclined to want to rule the roost 
the minute we find ourselves in the house. 
We are too inclined to think that the rest, 
of the world should be patterned after our 
own social, economic and political systems. 


De Gaulle will be a continual reminder 


to us that such is not the way of the world 
today. What we have in this nation works 
for us but it is not necessarily the answer to 
all the problems of the world. Freedom 
doesn't come in a neatly wrapped package1 
or tagged with a pat political name. We 
will often find the French irritating in the 
years ahead but one suspects that they 
might say the same thing about us now 
and then.

Americans sing of peace on 
earth and good will toward 
men, President Johnson has 
made the painful decision to 
escalate the Viet Nam war. 


In the year ahead, the U.S. 


commitment in South Viet 
Nam will be doubled. T h i s 
means an end to the era of 
war-in-V i e t Nam-but-peace- 
at-home, the end of b o t h 
guns and butter. The home 
front must now be mobilized. 
Guns must come first and 
the President is seriously de- 
bating whether to ask Con- 
gress for a formal Declara- 
tion of War. 


Manpower — Gen. William 


Westmoreland, the American 
commander in South V i e t 
Nam, is calling not only for 
a build-up to 400,000 troops 
next year, but is a l m o s t 
frantic in demanding replace- 
ments now. 


Battle casualties, h e a l 


exhaustion and malaria have 
taken a more terrible toll 
than the public has been 
told. The First Cavalry Divi- 
sion was so short of replace- 
ments that it was forced to 
withdraw from the fighting 
around Plei Me. We simply 
have been flying out casual- 
ties faster than we h a v e 
been flying replacements in. 


Another problem is t h a t 


enlistments have been ex- 
piring. Literally thousands of 
GI's have arrived in South 
Viet Nam barely in time to 
arrange their transportation 
home. Some had less than a 
month to go before t h e i r 
enlistments were up. Others, 
with 60 to 120 days left to 
serve, are now waiting to go 
home. 


To raise the 
necessary 


manpower, not only will draft 
calls have to be increased in 
1966, but Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard units will be 
ordered to active duty. 


Tax increase — The Pres- 


ident's financial jugglers are 
freely predicting that t h e 
Viet Nam war will take a 
$6 billion slash out of n e x t 
year's budget. Others insist 
the cost will be closer to $10 
billion. 


This a l m o s t 
certainly 


means that taxes, so recently 
reduced, will have to be in- 
creased again. It also means 
postponing money for some 
of the Great S o c i e t y pro- 
grams that Congress passed 


- this year. 


Miltary outlook—American 


forces have won some im- 
pressive victories, but it can- 
not be truthfully claimed that 
they have taken over t h e 
initiative. The Viet Cong, re- 
inforced by North Vietnamese 
regulars, still control most of 
the countryside. We are still 
on the defensive.

The bombing of North Viet 


Nam, which was supposed to 
pound the communists to the 
peace table and stop the flow 
of reinforcements 
to t h e 


guerrillas, h a s completely 
failed in its objectives. 


M e a n w h i l e , Amer- 


icans 
have 
been 
fighting 


bravely in V i e t Nam. It 
would be a head-in-the-sand 
attitude, however, to claim 
that Americans are better 
jungle fighters than the guer- 
rillas who have spent their 
lives in the jungle. 


The blunt truth is t h a t 


Americans g e t exhausted 
from the heat and humidity, 
must be rotated every f e w 
days back to their b a s e 
camp for rest, relaxation and 
recuperation. 


Peace prospects — a truce, 


like the tango, takes two. 
Not even the President's 
most optimistic advisers now 
believe the communists will 
sit down at the truce table 
except on their own terms.

I b e l i e v e a distinction 


should be made between ob- 
jection to required reading of 
books such as "To Kill A 
Mockingbird" and c e n s o r - 
ship. If a book is merely on 
the library shelves, some'stu- 
dents may read it If a teach- 
er mentions the book or sug- 
gests reading it, many more 
pupils will read it. But if it 
is required reading, the stu- 
dents have no choice in the 
matter. Thus it is not censor- 
ship but the duty of parents 
and concerned citizens to ob- 
ject to poor selection of re- 
quired readings. 


A teacher must be very 


selective in choosing required 
reading. It should be good lit- 
erature, of interest to the pu- 
pils and appropriate to their 
age.

On Sunday nights, millions of young­ 
sters park themselves in front of the fam­ 
ily TV set to watch the Disneyland produc­ 
tion. The children arc accompanied by many 
adults who find the master’s tales of nature, 
poople and fantasy to be well worth the 
time spent watching them. 


Disney no doubt has certain principles he 
follows that make his efforts a success and 
what they are we do not know. But it would 
seem that he has managed to never get 
away from truth and the human side of life. 
His cartoon characters are fiction, of course, 
but they always play upon clearly recogniz­ 
able human characteristics. They invariably 
display both the good and bad side of hu­ 
manity with their greed, their lack of con­ 
sideration, their kindness and their repen­ 
tic e . They are sometimes patient and some­ 
times totally frustrated. Generally speaking 
Disney cartoons make some kind of point, 
advocate a desired pattern of human beha­ 
vior. Few o i his stories are ever without 
a moral of some kind and his endings gen- 
erally leave you happy in one way or an- 


You came to know, in the story, of an 
animal that was at peace with the world un­ 
til men came into his domain. Without such 
outside interference the life of the Coyote 
would still today he a free and easv one but 
he is. instead, hunted down and killed at ev­ 
ery opportunitN. He doesn't stand a chance, 
of course, despite his cunning and tenacity. 
This is the theme one sees time and 
again in stories by the famous Disney. Much 
of this same theme, along with a triumph 
of good over bad. is carried out in his fan­ 
tasies. .All his works cause you to contem­ 
plate the wonders of the world In which you 
live and the perfection in detail of its crea­ 
tion. They tend to show the responsibility of 
the human race for making the world a 
better place in which to live. 
It is not so strange that Disney, there­ 
fore. is a perfectionist himself and finds it 
unnecessary to depart 
from the truth. He does 
not have to invent any­ 
thing in the world of 
nature with which he 
deals so extensively. He finds a true portray­ 
al of the world around him to be the most 
fascinating approach that could be devised. 
Disney productions are marked by a lack of 
artificiality. We know of nothing in which 
he deals with abstractions. In all of his re­ 
productions of the things of nature and the 
pim al kingdom, he strives for total real­ 
ism and seldom fails to achieve it. It is a 
pattern and pursuit that has skyrocketed 
him to fame 
We might find in his works something 
of benefit for ourseJvex. How much of our 
lives is devoted to unrealistic goals and 
meaningless achievements? How diligently 
do we pursue the truth rather than that 
which seems convenient or profitable to 
us? Disney can be fanciful but he is never 
false.

The careless school boy 
who bounds barefoot down 
the pasture lane or across 
the city park stops to listen 
when the peal of the school 
bell is heard. It Is a sobering 
thought for t h o s e whose 
classroom has been the great 
outdoors all summer.

New Year’s bells are rest­ 
less and ring with gay aban­ 
don. T h e y are wild a n d 
sweet. All’s right with t h e 
world on New Year’s Eve. so 
let the bells remind us for 
one night to let our cup of 
happiness run over. 
There are hells that swing 
wildly on some storm-tossed 
ship. There are those who 
say a ship that is lost at sea 
never loses the sound of its 
bcHs. If one listens careful­ 
ly, their tolling can be heard 
beneath the waves. 
Historic bells such as the 
L i b e r t y Bell embody the 
great ideals that generations 
of men have worked to pre­ 
serve.

heads in 
humbleness and 
wipe a tear from the eye in 


memory of those who have 
given their lives to keep free­ 
dom alive. 
The echoes of dim antiquity 
can be heard in ancient ca­ 
thedral bells that ring from 
ivy-covered belfries. Here, 
too. the slow solemn b e l l s 
toll the dead man to h i s 
grave.

We found him to be a dyed-in-ttie-wool 
communist, but d iffering from many of his 
breed by his relative silence, his Hitler­ 
like moustache, and his general inoffensive­ 
ness. 
In recent weeks Mikoyan retired art 
the age of 70. He is still a member of the 
country’s policy making body, the Presi­ 
dium, but he is through as president of the

He was the last of the 
Old Bolsheviks to hold positions of power 
in Russia. A post revolution generation of 
Russians is now running the country. He 
outlasted Khrushchev and is one of the very 
few of the originals that escaped the fir­ 
ing squad or lived long enough to write de­ 
pendable memoirs o i the development of 


the revolutionary society. 
Perhaps some of his good fortune was 
due to his having been an Armenian and, 
therefore, disqualified as a principal par­ 
ticipant in the Russian power fight. He was 
as far up the ladder as he could get. but 
still short of the peak. Sometimes it pays 
to be an outlander. 
For a man who served until Lenin and 
sat near the first fierce fires of revolution­ 
ary thinking, then went on through the ca­ 
reer of Dictator Stalin, and then outlasted 
the years of Khrushchev, we imagine that 
Mikoyan is the best fitted of all men when 
it comes to understanding the from whence 
and to whither of the communist movement. 
We are certain there is a great deal of dif­ 
ference between the Russia of 1917 and the 
Russia of today. But we do not know whether 
the gloss of some achievement amd the 
gathering of some wealtti and stability has 
actually changed the hearts of the rulers of 
the Kremlin. 
The Day Of The Pilgrims 
It was on this day in 1620, a cold New 
England winter day, that the first contin­ 
gent of Pilgrims from the ship the May­ 
flower landed at what later became Plym­ 
outh, Massachusetts. 
The Pilgrims were of that early num­ 
ber of colonists landing here and there upon 
the Atlantic coast who began a successful 
social structure that became the United 
States of America. 
The Pilgrims still have descendants in 
this nation. We also pay heed to their stern 
moral and social strictures. But we imag­ 
ine that if the first Pilgrims were brought 
back to see today’s development they would 
be amazed by its success. They would also 
disapprove strongly of much that we think 
and do. 
Oiir forefathers were a strong breed, 
but they were also single-minded. We doubt 
that they were dreaming of founding the 
western world’s future No. 1 power. They 
were mainly looking for a remote place 


where they could practice life as 
t h e y 
wished which was not the way England and 
Europe wished to practice it. They had more 
urgent immediate problems than dreaming 
of empire building. Winter was upon them. 
The Mayflower was about to go back across 
the seas. Shelter from the winter storms 
and something to cat plus a place to wor­ 
ship figured as first considerations. After 
that it was the job of setting up community 
rules and getting along with the savage, na­ 
tive red men. The latter had very poor table 
manners and now and then saw fit to scalp 
a colonist or so. But. by and large, they were 
friends indeed. They helped the newcomers 
to avert starvation and taught them valuable 
lessons on how to live in an uncivilized coun­ 
try. 
But nowadays we give all credit to the 
Pilgrims, forgetting that they would not 
have lasted very long if the more numerous 
Indians had not decided to live and let live.

Charles de Gaulle can now get on with 
the business at hand. De GauDe never was 
re ^ y pushed in the election contest but the 
results did show his nation to have at least 


some reservations in regards to the gener­ 
al’s policies 
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De Gaulle was forced to more fully ex­ 
plain his attitudes toward the United States, 
for instance, and the episode should be of 
value. He told his people that France was no 
less an ally of the American people today 
than she was in the dark days of World War 
II when De Gaulle’s Free French never sur­ 
rendered to the forces of Nazism. 
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Tl» general did outline a philosophy, 
however, that the United SUtes should also 
appreciate. To be an ally does not mean to 
take orders. To be friends does not mean 
never to disagree. This is a lesson that the 
United States often finds hard to learn. We 
are too inclined to want to rule the roost 
the minute we find ourselves in the house. 
We are too inclined to think that the rest 
of the world should be patterned after our 
own social, economic and political systems. 
De Gaulle will be a continual reminder 
to us that such is not the way of the world 
today. What we have in this nation works 
for us but it is not necessarily the answer to 
all the problems of the world. Freedom 
doesn’t come in a neatly wrapped package 
or tagged with a pat political name. We 
will often find the French irritating in the 
years ahead but one suspects that they 
m i^ t say the same thing about us now 
and then.

But if it 
is required reading, the stu­ 
dents have no choice in the 
matter. Thus it is not censor­ 
ship but the duty of parents 
and concerned citizens to ob­ 
ject to poor selection of re­ 
quired readings. 
A teacher must be very 
selective in choosing required 
reading. It should be good lit­ 
erature, of interest to the pu­ 
pils and appropriate to their 
age. With the abundance of 
g o o d literature available, I 
think more aw>roiM*iate books 
than those dealing with rape, 
or overconcerned with sex, or 
overloaded with vulgar and 
filthy language could be cho­ 
sen. Because a book is a Pu­ 
litzer Prize winner does not 
make it suitable for chi’dren.

cial census would qualify un- 
dev the law. 


The opinion came in re- 


sponse 10 a question from 
Sarpy County Atty. Dixon C. 
Adams, who noted the city of 
La Vista in Sarpy County was 
incorporated in 1960 but was 
not listed in the 1960 decen- 
nial census.

li Too Many Needles fall from Orris/mas Tree Ifs Dangerous And Should Be Replaced 


By DICK BUDIG 
Star Staff Writer 


An excessive number of 


pine needles falling from a 
Christmas tree is a sign of 
a potential fire hazard and 
the tree should be replaced, 
according to Lincoln F i r e 
Chief Roscoe Benton. 


Benton. noting the f i n a l 


rush of the holiday season, 
urged this and several other 
precautions persons 
should 


put on their ''mandatory fire 
safety" list the rest of this 
week. 


For those who have not yet 


purchased Christmas trees, 
he offered this advice: 


—When shopping for a tree, 


thump it once or twice. If too 
many needles fall off, pass it 
up for another tree. 


—Once the tree has been 


purchased, splash the tree 


until the branches drip with 
a solution consisting of nine 
ounces of Borax, four ounces 
of boric acid and a gallon of 
water. The solution will not 
make the tree fireproof, but it 
will make it fire resistant. 
Trees in all public schools are 
treated with this solution, he 
noted. 


Diagonal Cut 


Before putting the tree up, 


make a diagonal cut at its 
base. The diagonal cut ex- 
poses more of the tree's base 
surface to water in the tree- 
holder. 


Always use a tree base 


which will hold water, he 
urged. 


Decorations should be of 


the non-combustible type. 
Check last year's string of 
lights for frayed wire-cover- 
ings and loose connections.

Don't place 
the tree near a door, Benton 
said, noting that in the event 
of fire, firemen will have a 
hard time getting in to fight 
the blaze and one of the fam- 
ily's escape routes will be 
cut off. 


Never place an electrical 


apparatus, such as an elec- 
tric train, around the base of 
a tree. A tree, when suffici- 


ently dried out, *01 burn in 
15 to 25 seconds, he said. 


Reflector* 


Next on the list of "nev- 


ers," Benton said, is placing 
electrical lights on a metal 
tree. The danger here, he 
said, is that should a short 
develop, a person could be 
electrocuted. Use a reflective 
type lighting on metal trees, 
he said.

—When shoppihg for a tree, I 
thump it once or twice. If too ^ 
many needles fall off, pass i t ; 
up for another tree.

—Once the tree has been 
purchased, 
splash 
the tree i 


until the branches drip with 
a solution consisting of nine 
ounces of Borax, four ounces 
cf boric acid and a gallon of 
water. The solution will not 
make the tree fireproof, but it 
will make it fire resistant. 
Trees in all public schools are 
treated with this solution, he 
noted. 
Diagonal Cut 
Before putting the tree up, 
make a diagonal cut at its 
base. 
The diagonal cut ex­ 
poses more of the tree’s base 
surface to water in the tree- 
holder. 
Always use 
a 
tree base 
which will 
hold 
water, 
he 
urged. 
Decorations should be of 
the non-combustible 
t ype .

takes made are of a relative- 
ly simple sort which should 
logically be avoided, b u t 
which occur nevertheless. 


For example, take this 


hand where South, the de- 
clarer, went wrong. He took 
the queen of hearts with the 
king, played the ace of clubs 
followed by the nine, on 


which West discarded a dia- 
mond, and now found h i m- 
self in real difficulty.

The 117-n a t i on assembly 


voted 59-45, with 4 absten- 
tions, for a proposal by Mali 
that 
a 23-nation resolution 


calling for elimination of rem- 
nants of colonialism c o u l d 
pass on a simple majority. 


Gets 74-6 Okay 


The colonialism resolution 


itself was later approved 74-6 
with 27 abstentions. 


The voting procedure came 


despite an appeal by U.S. 
Ambassador Arthur J. Gold- 
berg not to make a m o v e 
that would scrap what he 
termed an integral portion of 
the U.N. Charter. 


Arguing that the 23-nation 


draft refers specifically to 
international peace and secur- 
ity, Goldberg said a danger- 
ous precedent would be set 
by throwing out the two-thirds 
rule. 


"We can't have it both 


ways," Goldberg said. "We 
cannot go to the Security 
Council on an issue and say 
that international peace is in- 
volved, then at the same time 
say that the rule demand- 
ing a two-thirds assembly vote 
does not apply." He added: 


"A parliamentary b o d y 


lives by its procedures. If the 
rules are not followed, then 
the rights of any member 
states are in jeopardy." 


Russian For Majority 


Soviet Ambassador Platon 


D. Morozov argued that the 
assembly voted its declara- 


tion against colonialism in 
1960 by two-thirds as an im- 
portant issue and therefore, 
subsequent resolutions on the 
subject required only a sim- 
ple majority.
